Daniel’s body was mutilated and 
parts removed before the other torture 
was inflicted, in the opinion of the 
physician. This mutilation was per- 
formed by a man who has had surgical 
experience and a sharp knife or razor 
was used, Dr. Duval stated. After that 
Daniel’s clothing was rearranged. 


Investigation Shocks Doctor. 


“The evident torture of these two 
men was beyond believing,” he added. 

Both he and Dr. John Lanford agreed 
that death was inflicted after the bod- 
ies were subjected to some specially 
constructed device designed for inflict- 
ing punishment. Their autopsies re- 
vealed the h ts were drained of 
blood and that#the manner of torture 
produced a slow death. The pathol- 
ogists submitted as exhibits crushed 
and broken bones taken from the two 
bodies in support of their conclusiop¢. 

It was learned here today that inVes- 
tigators for some time have beef seek- 
ing to locate the instrumeft of tor- 
ture. Many opinions béve been ad- 
vanced as to its cyw*‘truction. One 
opinion was that te¥o wide boards were 
hinged togethee at one end and on 
the inside wefe set eighteenth “ teeth.” 
The mep were placed inside this and 
the betrds were slowly pressed down 
upo them.

PREMIUM TOPESO 
IN PHILIPPINES

MANILA, Jan. 7-——The dollar dis- 
counted at one-fourth of 1 per cent 
on the telegraphic exchange today and 
1 per cent on the demand exchange, 
owing to the heavy export balance over 
imports. Recent deflations have re- 
duced total circulations to 97,000,000 
pesos [about $48,500,000], which is in- 
adequate to properly handle the busi- 
ness in view of the heavy purchase 
by the United States of the products 
of the Philippines and the consequent 
demand for peso payments.
